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STOCK EXCHANGE HEARING

Defenss Closes Its Testimony with a Good
Ebhowing.

SHIPPER WHD IS WELL SATISFIED

Biaco of Nialr Tells His Experience
and Gives Hin Opinlon In Favor
of the Preseat Method
of Business,

The South Omahba Live Stock exchange
yenterday afternoon completed the Introduc-
tion of the testimony with which it pro-
poses 1o combat the action brought by the
government to dissolve It on the grounds
that It exista In violation of the Sherman
anti-truet law and to the detriment of in-
tersiate commerce. The hearing la to take
place on April &,

One of the two witnesses called was Rich-
ard Blaco, & shipper of stock of Binlr, who
has been in the business for the last twen-
ty-Nve years. Speaking from the etand-
point of a shipper, he sald that in his opin-
lon the exchange is in the nature of a pro-
tection to shippers, because the rules fix a
uniform soule of charges and set down a
principle of doing business. Any deviatlon
fs punishable. As a consequence the rules
compel the commission men to do a square
and honest business. The witnees sald that
he had talked to many shippess In the etate
about the exchange and had found them
without exception favorable to it, because
they felt sure of being treated right at the
Bouth Omaha market.

On cross-examination Mr. Blaco was asked
regarding the dockage system. He sald that
hie belleved that It was carrled on justly and
right. It was something tbat had to be
done and the exchange ls in & position to
get disinterested men and men who know
thelr business. He had never seen nor heard
of an lnstance where the docker had dis-
criminated in favor of the exchange,

‘o you think that the shipper ought to
have a say In the selectlon of such aa Im-
portant man as the docker?" asked the dle-
trict attormey,

“The shipper does have a say,'"” answered
the witness, “The commission man who
represents me speaks for me as If 1 had been
there."”

OONSIDERS EXOHANGE NECESSARY.

The witness Inslsted that the exchange s
conducive to thé trapsaction of business at
the market. He admitted that the buskiess
could be done without the exchange, but he
gald that it could not be done as well as with
the exchange in existence. The men who
compose It are competent and glve a bond
to deal falrly, although, In answer to the
question, the witnesa admitted that he had
no personal knowledge of aay case where a
bond was glven. The witness sald that he
had sold stock at South Omaha before the
exchange waa established, elght or nine
years ago, but he was more satisfied under
the present system,

The other witness of the afternoon was 1),
8. Olney, who was culled to contradict the
testimony of Lafayetto Coltrin, glvea at the
hearing of the government. QColtrin swore
that he had practically been driven out of
Pbuslnese by the exchange, At the time he

--wan preatdent of the old Omaha Live Stoek
company. Mr. Olney, whn lee presi-
dent of the eame coucern and £ salesman,
denicd emphatickily that the Gpm had been
driven out of Pusiness by the cxchange. He
sald that it had broken up on account of
some gquarrel between the membera of the
company, the nature of which he refused to
tell. He sald that the Omaha Live Gtock
company succeeded Spetz, Diney & Co,, which
had been dolug & very good business,

POUNDMASTER IS IN CONTEMPT.

Hardy then ap-
pHed to the clty prosecutor for rellef, but
the clerk of pollce court advised him 4o se-
cure from Justice Wilde & warrant for the
{wum:muter'l arredat on a charge of con-

empt.

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OERTER IS HELD FOR TRIAL

One of the Alleged Propristors of the

Raided Cambling Rooms.
BOUND OVER TO DISTRICT COURT

Jadge Gordon Decldes the Evidence
SnMelently Suwtnine the Charge
of Setting Up and Maintnin-

Ing Gambling Deviees,

Henry Oerter was held vyesterday 1In
$850 bonds to the district court by Pollce
Judge Gordon for setting up and malntain-
ing gambling devices and running &
gambling room. James Heffner, charged
with the same offenses, was discharged, the
court holding that the evidence which sought
to connect him with the operation of the
gambling house over Oerter's saloon at 1409
Douglas street was Insufficlent.

Shortly after Judge Gordon opened court
yeoterday the preliminary hearing of the
gambling casra was taken up where it had
been dropped Saturday, and with the in-
troduction of testimony that was Immaterial
counsel for the defendanta rested thelr case.
Aszlstant County Attorney Jeffries walved
the opening argument and Attorney Dunn
talked for more than an hour in an attempt
to show that Oerter had not been proved
by the testimony to be the owner of the
place. The attorney sald that, even ad-
mitting Oerter's connectlon ln the premises,
the courte had already tield that the same
gambling devices In evidence were for the
purpoee of carrying on games of judgment
and skill, and consequently they were not
gambling Implements. Jeffries, for the
prisecution, replied to this argument by
showing how conclusively the state had
proved the ownership of the gambling room.

Oerter furnished a bond for his appear-
ance in the district court.

The preliminary hearing of the gambling
canes against ClHM Cole and others Is set
for this morning, although in all probabllity
the defendants will walve examination.

FALE OF MARKET HOUSE STALLS.

Union Gardeners lNreak Away- from
Leaders and Get Placen,

The sale of preferences for market place
stalls has been flalshed. Six additionai stalls
were dlsposed of for $2.50 aplece and then
the demand feM off and the remainder of th
gardenera were evidently willing to tak
chunces on the places that were left. 1t
sneems that the officera of the Market Garden-
ers assoclation have been unable to'hold the
members in line, for most of them have
elther drepped In at the last minute aad
secured stalls or had othere secure them for
them. The aggregate sale Included 107 stalls
which were dlsposed of at premiums rang-
ing from $2.60 to $13 each. The total re-
celpts were $468, or over §4 a stall. This is
about double what they brought a year ago.

Moving the Dodge Street School.

The public schools are closed this week
for the usual epring vacation and the time
will be utllized to move the Dodge school
into the new temporory quarters. Nothing
Is being dome In that direction today aa the
board does not get possession of the new
rooms until the first of the month, but the
movable articles in the Dodge bullding will
be ready to move in the quickest possible
time after that date. Then it will require
a couple of weeks at least to get the achool
bullding ready for occupancy as a jall, and
it will probably be near the middle of April
when the old jall quarters are:permantely
discarded.

Stope Street Cleaning.

The fall of snow has put a =stop to
systematic street cleaning for the remainder
of the month, Superintendent Beverly had
a small gang of men at work clceaning the
snow off the cross walks In the buainess
districts, but aslde from this «othing will
be done untll the snow [s off. More than
two-thirds of the paved surface of the city
has been cleaned at a cost of only a little
over $1,200. This is less than half what the
same work has previously cost. The refuse
has been cleaned up and carted away for
30 cents a yard which it cost from $1 to $1.50
a yard to move |n previous years,

'WILL ERECT A NEW BUILDING

—

One Omaha Concern Finds Itself Able to
Branoh Out.

BEMIS BAG COMPANY TO EXTEND

Plans for a Four-Siory Additlon fo
Its Omaha Plant Are Heady
for Letting the
Contract.

Thoe Bemls Omaba Bag company le about
ready to commence ithe erection of a four-
¢iory addiilon to its plant located at the
corner of Eleventh and Jackson sirecta, and
to correspondingly Increaso |ts capacity. All
the detalls have been worked out, aud all
that remains is the awarding of the contract
for the constructlon, which Is to be done
by J. M. Bemis of BHoston, the president
of the Bemis Brothers' Bag company.

The new siructure ls to be built directly
in the rear of the preeent osiablishment,
which consists of a six-story bullding, 6ix132
feel, and a boller house two atories in helght,
The new bulldipg will also be 66x132 feet,
and will be four stories high, It will di-
rectly adjoln the present bullding In the
rear, Its sixty-six eet frontage being placed
upon Jones cireet. Its framework will be
of ateel and the walls will be of brick. The
front will be of pressed brick. The
latest Improved mlill construction will be
employed In the bullding. P

The entire half of the upper and fourth
story of the bullding will be devoted entirely
to the use ani convenlence of the employes.
It will be divided Into two big rooms for the
uss of the men and women, respectively,
employed Ia the plant. These rooms will be
fitted up with proper gymnasium apparatus
and with card tables. The employes will be
permitted to eat thelr luncheons In them and
hot tea and coffee will be provided. The
quarters will consequently be In the nature
of a combination of recreation and lunch
rooms., The liea 1s one of Manager Peter's
and its makatenance will depend entirely on
the success that attends.

The company proposes also to Install In its
new quarters the latest improved machinery
In ‘the manufacture of bags. Tbha motive
power as far as possible will be electriclty.
These new appllances, machlnery and motors
will cost somewhere between $3,000 and $10,-
000, By all these Improvementa the capacity
of the plant will be Increased at least 25
per cent aad the force of operatives will also
be increased somewhat,

The bag company proposes to occupy the

entire new bullding, the two-story
boller bullding and three floors of
the main bullding, The other
three floora of the latter will be

occupled by King & Smead, manufacturers
of clothing, They already oceupy two floors.
They propose Lo pul in a conslderable amount
of new machlonery and to enlarge thelr plaat
In varlous ways, The Improvements they
put in will Inecrease the capacity of their
plant fully one-third, ¥ not more,
